The Polish Intelligence Service, vhich caacjht and 
photo;ji'Qohed SC.\PJ5I,CIC and his nisti'css, Ur2\0.a DIECHER, in a coepro- 
laiaing cituation, blaclcmailcd SCAJIECCK to the point vtere be tm-ned 
over int’omation from three docuir.snts . PIS, through placing the pressure 
ujKin DIGCIER the object of GDARBIICIC s affections, succeeded in control- 
ling ECARBECIC for their purposes.

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VASSALL hao been sentenced to l3 years in prison in England for 
violation of the Official Secrets Act. He vas enployed by the British 
Adnirolty Office ijintil the time of his arrest by the British authorities 
in September 1962 .

Koreans, and dui-iiig interim-.ent EL-ICS agreed to work for the Soviets. His 
active cooperation vdth the KGB e:ctended from 1953 until his arrest by 
the British authorities. 
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Heinz FELF2 nlca Heinrich Sander FELFE, EID official in Uest Gemraiy 
since 1950 , vns arrested in I 96 I by German r.’.ithoritlep. FZTJE has admitted 
being recruited by the KGE in 19;0 and as %rorl:lng for the KGB from that 
time xxntil his arrest, /dso ari'coted at approximately tlxe caiae time as 
FELFE vae Hans l-tax CLIJIZIsS, another EIID official who was also Involved 
in Soviet espionage activities with FELI'S.
